A well known political writer says that the shortest 
cut to permanent peace in Europe will be for several 
other nations to sign an iron clad agreement to come to 
the aid of France should Germany again attack her. 
Naturally France is in deadly fear of German treachery; 
with her superiority in population Germany could make 
short work of France, if let alone. At this time France is 
causing considerable uneasiness by her threat to occupy 
the Ruhr region. France has the largest army in Europe 
and the expense of its upkeep is hastening the nation 
towards bankruptcy. However, France argues that she 
cannot afford to reduce her armament and expose her­ 
self to the horrors of another German invasion. At all 
events, a guarantee such as has been suggested, would 
remove the necessity or excuse, whichever it may be, of 
France maintaining a large army, and then France would 
be forced to change her warlike attitude and turn her 
men back to productive pursuits. If Germany realized 
that an aggressive move on her part meant a hopeless 
defeat she would in time have to drop some of her mili­ 
tary ardor and likewise devote her full time to industry 
and trade. Then, indeed, would a real beginning be made 
in the restoration of Europe and the world as a whole.

Plans for Aiding City in 
Betterment of Present 
Conditions Outlined. 


Oil Production in Oklahoma 
Helps Relieve Work 
Problems. 


Ways for co-operating with the 
city administration in an effort to 
better the sanitary conditions here 
were discussed at, a meeting of the 
Lions at their semi-montMy lunch­ 
eon today at the Harris, hotel. Dr. 
Sam A. Mcjteet, city physician, dis­ 
cussed the matter at length and 
p o rted out the conditions, which 
should be remedied. He is of the 
opinion that the city can not be 
really cleaned up as it should be 
unless the citizenship is willing to 
help. 
After the matter had been dis­ 
cussed from several angles by vari­ 
ous members of the club, including 
Rev. J. H- Ball. President Ellison 
appointed Wm. L. W hitaker, A. K. 
Thornton and Rev. C. C. Morris as 
a committee to work on the nego­ 
tiations for the desired improve­ 
ments. 
Among other busines matters tran 
salted by the club was the endorse­ 
ment of the 
community 
chorus, 
plans for which were outlined 'by 
Mrs. Byron Norrell, president 0f the 
musical 
organization of 
the city 
which is pushing choral work. The 
club agreed to pay $75 to help 
meet the expense of the work. Mrs. 
Norrell 
reported that the 
Retail 
Merchants association and the city 
administration would donate a like 
amount, and it i3 thought the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce will do likewise. 
Lowery Harrell, 
city 
attorney, 
spoke for a few minutes on the rea­ 
sons why more work cannot be don© 
by the city. Not enough money is 
available to carry on all the sani­ 
tation work needed, be said. The city 
administration is making the best 
showing 
possible 
with 
the funds 
available, but more could be done 
if the funds were provided, he main­ 
tained.

members acting not only as police­ 
men but also as health officers.

WASHINGTON, DESC. 18. —Only 
a slight increase in employment bas 
been noted this fall in Oklahoma, 
with industrial gains largely offset 
by declines in other occupations, it 
was stated in a seasonal review just 
issued by the federal department 
of labor. 
In-Oklahoma City and Muskogee 
the employment situation is nearly 
balanced, according to the review, 
while Tulsa shows a moderate in­ 
crease, with a slight decrease noted 
at Enid. 
More extensive oil producing op­ 
erations in the state are partly bal­ 
anced by 
the seasonal 
decline in 
building operations, it was reported. 
But no 
decline ta 
building 
con­ 
struction .was 
noted in 
Oklahoma 
City, the report stating that such 
activities “continue to absorb much 
of the ample supply of these crafts­ 
men.” in Oklahoma City, it is furth­ 
er noted, “a considerable surplus 
of common 
lebor and 
numerous 
transient workers is apparent.” 
In the general review of state 
conditions, the report says: 
“Employment in the metal in­ 
dustry is indicative of gradual im­ 
provement. 
Lumber mills 
register 
appreciable but somewhat sporadic 
gains. Railroad shops indicate em­ 
ployment increases and renewed op­ 
erations. More extensive oil produc­ 
ing operations ate gradually reduc­ 
ing idleness among workers in this 
line. The seasonal decline in build­ 
ing construction and repair has ii 
creased the surplus of these crafts­ 
men. A moderate influx of idle cas­ 
ual workers has also adversely af­ 
fected the situation. Limited demand 
with the supply of common labor 
abundant.” 
Employment gains rn Oklahoma 
City are partially offset by a sur­ 
plus of casual workers in diverse oc­ 
cupations, according to the review. 
With reference to the situation in 
the capital city th© review says that 
“metal and lumber industries show 
nearly normal working forces. Rail- 
! road shops display renewed activity 
I and employment gains. Oil produc­ 
ing operations are gradually increas­ 
ing employment. 
A 
considerable 
surplus of common labor and nu­ 
merous transient workers is appar­ 
ent.” 
For Tulsa the review says: “Em­ 
ployment registers a moderate in­ 
crease. Metal products show gradual 
improvement with operations still 
below normal. Railroad shops are 
active. Oil 
production absorbs 
a 
greater number 
of field 
workers. 
Building constriction is still active, 
with a surplus of labor, particularly 
among those 
employed on 
frame 
structures, apparent. Common labor 
is partially absorbed, with the supply 
ample. Idle transient labor is par­ 
tially absorbed, 
with the 
supply 
ample. Idle transient labor is more 
in evidence.” 
At Muskogee, according to the re­ 
view, “the employment situation is 
nearly balanced. Metal working in­ 
dustries are restricted but advanc­ 
ing. Railroad shops have made ad-% 
ditions to working forces. Oil pro­ 
duction employment is gradually im­ 
proving. Building construction absor­ 
bs a considerable number with a 
moderate surplus of these workers, 
especially carpenters, in evidence. 
Common labor is in limited demand 
although the supply js -more than 
ample. A surplus%of floating labor 
is noted.” 
Employment at Enid is ‘‘some­ 
what less extensive, with an upward 
trend in view,” the report said- 
“ Railroad shops are partially re­ 
covered from depression caused by 
controversies. 
Additional employ­ 
ment fS expected. A decline in build­ 
ing constru<#tion makes considerable 
idleness among these craftsmen. An 
excess in the common labor supply 
. obtains. A -moderate surplus of both 
skilled and unskilled transients is 
, noted.”

Farmers of Oklahoma will receive 
the .first attention of Representative- 
elect, F. F. 
Brydia of 
Pontotoc 
county. He has announced his in­ 
tention of framing and introducing 
a farm 
relief bill 
which 
would 
make available to farmers nf the 
state $180,000,000. 
In outlining the source for the 
money, he propose^ to bond the 
assets of the school land fund, lend 
the proceeds to farmers upon good 
security that present mortgages on 
the land might be taken up. and 
thereby save hundreds of farmers 
their lands. 
Brydia has been in the farm loan 
business here for several years aud 
declares he is well acquainted with 
the condition of the farmers. He es­ 
timates that about 500 . farmers to 
the county have their farms under 
second mortgage which will come 
due some time in 1923. 
With the fund he plans to create 
farmers could obtain money to pay 
off these mortgages on such loans 
at five per cent, and begin anew 
to get re-estaiblished financially. If 
some action is not taken immedia­ 
tely agriculture in Oklahoma will 
be ruined, he believes. 
Poor crops and low prices have 
put farmers In bad condition finan­ 
cially, he said. If the state does not 
assist them they will not only lose 
their farms, but will also he put in 
a condition whereby they will be 
unable to produce crops next year, 
lie thinks. 
The measure he proposes would 
limit the 
loans 
to 
farmers 
to 
$5,000 each. He said he believed 
the average would be approximately 
$4,000 each, thus permitted 43,- 
750 farmers t0 be benefitted. Ok­ 
lahoma could then face the coming 
year with a strong agricultural line­ 
up, he states.
